of the Races for the Old 


Yachting Trophy. 


TINE LIMIT EXPIRED WITHOUT A FINISH* 


Highlands of Navesink, Oct. 3.~ 


4:45 p. m.—The time Hmit of five and 
a half hours expired at 4:45. At that 
time both boats were three miles east 
of the Highlands and the same dis- 
tance from the finish line at Sandy 
Hook lightship, and the Shamrock 
was ahead. 


At the time the race was called oft 


a person could toss a buscuit from 
the Shamrock to the Columbia. At 
4:47 both boats took in their jib top 
sails and signalled for their tugs. 


PREPARING TO START. 


New York, Oct. 3.—On board the 


yacht Shamrock, which sailed today 
the first of the series of races for the 
America's cup, preparations for the 
great international event were begun 
with the dawn. The boats spent the 
night at anchor off Tompkinsville, 
and early in the morning were towed 
to positions in the bay off Sandy 
Hook. 


At 8 o'clock the day was fairly 


clear and with a crisp north to north 
northeast wind blowing twelve to 
fifteen knots an hour, with prospects 
of a lighter breeze as the day wore 
on. 
The horizon to the south and 


east was comparatively clear, obser- 
vation in that direction being over 
fifteen miles. A heavy haze reached 
over the Long Island shore and up' 
the harbor, cutting off the range in 
that direction to about seNven miles. 


The Shamrock passed out by the 


Shamrock led the Columbia by about 
300 yards. 


The excursion boats are closing up 


and appear to be crowding the racers, j 
They have taken all the wind out of 
the Columbia's sails. The Shamrock 
has a full breeze and is not affected 
by the excursion fleet.

A Remarkable Contest Was the First 


of the Races for the Old 


Yachting Trophy. 


TIME LIMIT EXPIRED WITHOUT A FINISH. 


Highlands of Navesink, Oct. 3.— 


4:45 p. m.—The time limit of five and 
a half hours expired at 4:45. At that 
time both boats were three miles east 
of the Highlands and the same dis- 
tance from the finish line at Sandy 
Hook lightship, and the Shamrock 
was ahead. 


At the time the race was,called off 


a person could toss a buscuit from 
the Shamrock to the Columbia. At 
4:47 both boats took in their jib top 
sails and signalled for their tugs. 


PREPARING TO START. 


New York, Oct. 3.—On board the 


yacht Shamrock, which sailed today 
the first of the series of races for the 
America's cup, preparations for the 
great international event were begun 
with the dawn. The boats spent the 
night at anchor off Tompkinsvillc, 
and early in the morning were towed 
to positions in the bay off Sandy 
Hook. 


At 8 o'clock the day was fairly 


clear and with a crisp north to north 
northeast wind blowing twelve to 
fifteen knots an hour, with prospects 
of a lighter breeze as the day wore 
on. 
The horizon to the south and 


east was comparatively clear, obser- 
vation in that direction being over 
fifteen miles. A heavy haze reached 
over the Long Island shore and up 
the harbor, cutting off the range in 
that direction to about seven miles.

collar, on the front of which are tl 
arms of the United States, with tl 
blue field of the shield in ename 
Below them are the arms of Vermon 
Dewey's native state, with the mott 
"Freedom and Duty,'' and the coloi 
of the shield in enamel.

part of the gold collar is decorate 
with stars and a graceful finish 
given to it by a narrow band of oa 
leaves. 


The sword blade is damascene 


with the inscription: 
"The Gift 


the Nation to Rear Admiral George 
Dewey, XT. S. N., in Memory of the 
Victory at 
Manila 
Bay, May 1, 


1898." 


Ths sword grip is covered with 


fine sharkskin bound with gold wire 
and inlaid with gold stars. 
The 


guard is an eagle terminating in a 
claw, which grasps the top in which 
the blade is set; the eagle's out- 
stretched wings form the guard pro- 
per. 
The scabbard is of thin steel, 


damascened in gold, with sprays of 
a delicate sen plant, the ros nmrinus, 
typical of fidelity, constancy and re- 
membrance. These sprays are inter- 
laced; stars fill the inner spaces, dol- 
phins the outer spaces. Sprays of oak 
leaves and acorns secure the rings 
and trappings of the scabbard; above 
these on the front of the scabbard is 
a raised monogram in diamonds en- 
twining the letters "G. D.," nnd im- 
mediately under them are the letters 
"U. S. N.," surrounded by sprays of 
the sea plant. The ferrule or lower 
end of the scabbard terminates in on- 
twined dolphins. 
The sword box is 


of white oak inlaid with black velvet 
and at the center of the cover has a 
gold shield surmounted by an eagle 
and inscribed with a single star and 
the words: "Rear Admiral George 
Dewey, TJ. S. N."

JAMES REPROGLE ADMITS HE 


After a long controversy over the 


matter ns an artistic question it 
seems to be settled that the Dewey 
arch in New York will be reproduced 
in permanent form. Some argue that 
its proportions in the present light 
materials can not be preserved in 
marble, granite and bronze, but pub- 
lic-spirited citizens insist that the 
necessary modifications can be made, 
and an object of great beauty and 
patriotic interest perpetuated. 
The 


arch will celebrate American love of 
country and the achievements of the 
navy, as well as the fame of Dewey. 


Some crimiuologists out in San 


Francisco want a law passed in Cali- 
fornia to provide the death penalty 
for incorrigible criminals. Of course 
they set up their views 011 the spe- 
cious ground that it is more humane 
to take a man's life than to keep him 
in solitary nnd perpetual confinement 
within prison walls. It would also 
be cheaper. 
When preparation is 


made to slaughter by wholesale it 
need not be greatly more expensive 
to butcher human beings than cat- 
tle. 
The state could establish an 


abattoir in some centrally situated 
place and there could be stated sea- 
sons for killing. 
It would be very 


easy and expeditious. But there are 
some drawbacks. 
From the taking 


of human life for incorrigible crim- 
inality it would be a short and nat- 
ural step to the taking of human life 
for occasional crime. Revival of the 
'Id criminal code as it existed in 
England up to a century ago might 
readily follow. 
Men and women 


ould be hanged for trifling offenses. 


That might simplify nnd give added 
liumaneness to the methods of deal- 
lug with crime. A more definite 
aspect of probable results, however. 
ia that it would be practically impos- 
sible to secure conviction by jury of 
any person upon the charge of in- 
corrigible 
criminality. 
The 
law 


would defeat itself in 00 per cent, of 
the cases where attempt were made 
to apply it. Killing never has been 
and never will be a cure for crime. 


THE AMERICA'S CUP CONTEST. 


This week public interest will be 


eagerly centered in the yacht races. 
Today a series of races began which 
will determine whether or not the 
America's cup is to remain with us, 
as it has remained for nearly half a 
century, as n testimony to the su- 
periority of American over British 
skill in yacht construction and yacht 
sailing'. 


The cup wns originally won by a 


single American yacht 
sailing 
in 


competition with n fleet. The Ameri- 
can yacht, as was reported to 
the 


queen, giver of the cup, was "first 
and the rest nowhere." 
When in 


1870 n British challenger first at- 
tempted to recover the trophy he did 
so on the original terms. 
The Cam- 


bria gallantly challenged whatever 
fleet of yachts we might choose to 
match against her. She was seventh 


the finish, the original winner of 


the cup, the America, being fourth. 


For several years thereafter the 


rule of "all comers in defense" was 
observed, until at lr.st British yachts- 
men demanded n better chance to 
win. Tliey asked us to abandon our 
right to sail a fleet against the chal- 
lenger. 
Although these were 
the 


terms on which the cup was won by 


we yielded the point in the spirit 


of daring- sportsmanship, and from 
Lhat day to this we have mot and de- 
Fe.ited every challenger with a single 
defender, and the cup is still in our 
possession. It is a wonderful record. 


This year the challenger is unques- 


tionably superior to any yacht that 
has ever tried conclusions with us. 
But our defender this year is also 
the superior of her predecessors, and 
the contest between the two will be 
the most notable series of yacht races 
ever sailed anywhere in tho world.

1585 the potato was first brought to 
Ireland upon the return of Sir Waller 
Raleigh, and was cultivated upon his 
estate near Cork. The plnnt was not:

ter found it, but had probably benn 
brought there by some of the early 
settlers, who had intercourse with 
the Spaniards.

The attaches 


of the yard had no previous intima- 
tion of a change and not until the 
nrrival of the new yardmaster and 
the official notice of his appoint- 
ment did they know that any change 
was contemplated. The notice stated 
that Mr. Grable would be assigned 
to other duties, but what position he 
will occupy is not known outside of 
Nickel Plate official circles. 
He has 


been with the road ever since 
its 


completion, about fifteen years, and 
was regarded one of the best of yard- 
masters. 
Before going to the Nickel 


Plate Mr. Grable was employed in 
the train service on the Pittsburg 
and later in the company's yards. 
He has been a resident of Fort 
Wayne many years, is one of our 
best citizens and it is sincerely hoped 
that his new duties wllll not neces- 
sitate removnl from the city. 
Mr. 


Bowden comes from Cleveland, where 
he was the yardmaater of the Wheel- 
ing nnd Lake Erie road. He has had 
a wide experience in conducting rail- 
way yards and no doubt will manage 
affairs here to the satisfaction of his 
employers. 
He is married, hut will 


not bring his family here until next 
spring. One of his boys is attending 
a medical college in Cleveland and 
the other children have commenced 
the fall term of school there and Mr.

ously damaged, and these not by the 
fire, but because the water was first 
let out of the boilers. 
Colonel Sharp 


arrived in Uartiusburg on August 
18, 1301, and remained there until 
the following March, engaged in re- 
moving engines, machinery, etc. He 
took eight engines across the country 
over the turnpike, either to Staunton, 
Winchester or Strasburg (and there 
are some historians who disagree on 
this point), thirty-two horses being 
required to haul each engine. 
He 


,lso removed all the duplicate parts 
of engines and cars and all the rough 
iron at the station, and took away 
all the machinery and tools, which 
were afterward used in the southern 
arsenals. 
The country around Mur- 


tinsburg is extremely hilly, and the 
work of getting the engines over the 
country roads required considerable 
engineering 
ability. 
It has been 


currently reported in late years that 
one of the locomotives was the Wi- 
nan's camel-back, No. 99, which at 
that time was numbered 77, but Col- 
onel Sharp did not care for this class 
of engines and took only ten-wheel 
and passenger engines. 
There was 


only 
one 
eight-wheel 
locomotive 


taken and that was No. 34. Some 
years after the war 'Colonel Sharp 
was employed on the Baltimore and 
Ohio road as master of transporta- 
tion.
